This party 
cannot aucceed if this bitterness 
remains after the convention." 


A Republican defeat In the presi- 


dential 
election. Bridges 
said, 


would spell "the end of the two- 
party system as we know it." But 
he said he does not expect the 
GOP to lose in the fall. 


"Stand With Me" 


He called on Taft, Eisenhower, 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur, Harold 
Stassen, California Gov. Earl War- 
ren and "all the other leaders of 
our party to stand with me before 
the bar of American public opin- 
ion." 


Bridges characterized the Demo- 


crats tis a party itself divided on 
issues like civil rights. He said

Kem upbraided the administra- 


tion for its foreign and domestic 
policies. 


Constitution Defied 


"Never in our history has the 


Constitution been so brazenly de- 
fied, the law so openly flouted, or 
the rights of the people so de- 
fiantly trampled underfoot," he 
said. 


"Our founding fathers never in- 


tended to give the President of the 
United States the powers of a dic- 
tator."

voted to quit for good. 


Unless President Truman calls 


a special session, the law-making 
days of this congress are over. 


The next—or 83rd—congress with 


a lot of new faces convenes Jan. 5, 
1953. 


Negotiations on two bills which 


had blocked adjournment plans 
Saturday' brought a compromise 
which both houses r.pproyed. 


With most Republicans" attend- 


ng the GOP National Convention 
n Chicago and many Democrats 
out of town, only a handful of legis- 
lators were on hand when congress 
adjourned. 


Major controversy c e n t e r e d 


around the $11,793,776,339 supple- 
mental money bill, which carries 
$2,898,800,000 for the atomic proj- 
ects, $6,031,947,750 for foreign aid, 
and $2,140,000,000 for globe-circling 
military construction projects. 


When the senate and house first 


deadlocked over the measure, the 
bill provided only $1,450,000,000 in 
atomic funds.

Of these. 68 from Georgia, Louis- 


iana and .Texas—including 50 Tafl 
men—were 'barred by the conven- 
tion Monday from voting on any 
seating contests until their own 
status is decided finally. 


Its first decision was a unani- 


mous one in favor of seating 
predominantly pro-Taft delegation 
of 18 from Florida. 


Control* Committee 


Although Taft was beaten 658 ti 


548 on that issue by a coalition o 
Eisenhower's supporters and back 
era of other candidates, he oounced 
back to capture control of the con 
vention's Credentials committee. 
This group named former

Ross Rixley of Oklahoma, a Taft 
backer, as its chairman. 


Some Eisenhower leaders feared 


the committee would bring back 
to the convention—possibly today 
but more likely Wednesday—a re- 
port giving the Ohio senator the 
bulk of the contested delegates. 
They promised a bristling floor 
fight in that event.

MacArthur—a civilian keynoter 


for a night—won his mightiest ova- 
tion when he asserted with refer- 
ence-to Korea that "it is fatal to 
enter any war without the will to 
win it."

tle between Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
nower and sen. Robert Tail. 


MacArthur, who backs Taft. and > 


who has been mentioned as a pos- j 
sible vice presidential running mate .

nor Eisenhower. But, he 'hit at the 
administration's policy of Commu- 
nist containment, which* Eisen- 
however supports, and called for 
more air power, a Taft objective. 


The fivt-star general 'leveled his 


heaviest blasts at the administra- 
tion of President Truman, who fir- 
ed him last year as United Nations 
commander in the Far East. ' 


Hit* At Truman 


He said Truman's claim of in- 


icrent powers— which the Supreme 
Court held did not justify "the steel 
industry seizure— was fictitious. 


The administration's' foreign pol- 
cy, he said, "practically invited 
Soviet dominance over the free 
peoples of Eastern Europe." This 
came about, he said, by withdrawal 
of troops, yielding of control over 
atomic materials deposits, disman- 
ling of German industrial plants 
and allowing shipments of war 
goods to the Soviet. 


In the East, he said, the United 


States "proceeded with precipitate 
haste to divest ourselves of our 
wn military strength." This pol- 
cy mused the loss to Communism 
f China.

it continues warm a high per- 
centage of these will pupate ae 
soon as they become full grown. 
Thus, is it quite possible we will 
have a significant but not alarm- 
ing increase in borer population 
by fall. 


"Pupation is well under way in 


the south half of the state, and a 
new .crop of moths will be laying 
eggs in South-Central Illinois by 
mid-July. A few borers are ma- 
ture at Champaign and in the 
earliest sweet corn at Rock Is- 
land." 


Decker said earworm moths are 


depositing eggs on fresh silks of 
sweet coin in the East St Louis 
area and in most of Southern Illi- 
nois. He termed it the "heaviest 
infestation encountered in this area

identified them as lotus cornlcd-

foot trefoil. 


Saga Began In 1933 


Thus began in 19.53 the saga of 


how a legume foiage ciop, new to 
America, but not to Europe, was 
put to work in the New World. 


This is the history of the hel-

has spread slouly but hteadily, 
until it mm is giuun success- 
fully in at least 14 states, includ- 
ing Illinois.

It's Drought Resis.ta.-n 


The plant has long tap

Just how did lotus cormculatus 


immigiate to the United States?

tine Germans brought bags of

,ha\e been natural for them to 
include trefoil, which has been 
knoun in Europe and Asia since 
the dajs of ancient Greece. If 
they planted trefoil for hay and 
pasture, they gradually lost in- 
terest in it.

Second Theory Offered 


Other Helderbergers 
have 


other theory. 
They iccall that in 


the early 1920's seed giain was 
imported from Europe. 
The far- 


mers who planted it knew nothing 
of trefoil. But, since trefoil grows 
in both a wild and domesticated 
plate in Europe, seed could have 
arrived mixed with other grain. 


Trefoil has become almost a re- 


ligion to men like Herbert Miller, 
C. W. Goodfellow, and Leland 
Cooke. In 1935 Goodfellow, now a 
graying but active fellow, rallied 
his wife and children and hand- 
picked six pounds of tiny seeds. 
Thpy came fiorn ponds resembling 
a bird's foot, which • explains the 
name. Most of the first Goodfel- 
low seed went to Cornell where it 
was planted experimentally. 


Ilelderbergs Organize 


The Helderberg farmers organ- 


ized a seed cooperative in 1941 to

produce and market certified seed. 
It has been successful. The seed 
is sifted, blown through the air, 
re-sifted again and again to elim- 
inate impurities. Then it is bag- 
ged and marketed all over the 
country.

Complete Tests 
On Three New 
Hog Vaccines 


URBANA—Three new commer- 


cial hog cholera vaccines have 
given satisfactory resulls in criti- 
cal tests performed on 60 pigs by 
the University of Illinois College 
of Veterinary Medicine. 


Dr. P. D. Beamer of the veteri- 


naiy college staff says each of the 
vaccines protected the pigs against 
artificial exposure to hog cholera 
eight days after vaccination. How- 
ever, pigs exposed on the fourth 
and sixth days after vaccination 
developed symptoms of hog chol- 
era and were set back in their 
growth. 


It appears that the new vaccines 


are incapable of causing outbreaks 
of hog cholera," Dr. Beamer says. 
'There was no evidence from the 
tests that.hog cholera could spread 
rom pigs vaccinated with the new 
\accincs to unvaccmatcd pigs in 
he same pens."

We'll Soon See If Budget Cuts Were 


Wise, or Security Risks 


This spring both Senator Taft and General Eisenhower 


declared their belief that sharp economies were possible in 
the nation's defense establishment. We shall now have an 
opportunity to test the wisdom of this viewpoint. 


For congress has approved military appropriations for 


the new fiscal year which are roughly $5 billion less than the 
$51.4 billion requested by President Truman. That is a pretty 
fair-sized cut in any year. 


The men in the Pentagon naturally are displeased at this 


outcome. But their temper is not the measure by which we 
must go in judging the effect of this reduction in expen- 
ditures. 
If the Pentagon adjusts to the slash without too much 


anguish and without serious harm.to our defensive picture, 
then we will know that the cut was substantially justified 
and that there is indeed room for severe economies in the 
military budget. 
*

If. on the other hand, the $5 billion reduction necessi- 
tates a dangerous weakening of the American defenses in via de Haviijand was signed for 
the ensuing months, if the so-called stretchout of our prepar- 
ations becomes an actual thinning out, then we will under- 
stand that the budget trimming was a foolish move. 


In the nature of military budgets, one can't easily tell 


where savings may be safely made and where they may not. 
So it is perhaps unfair to assume that if the cuts turn out 
badly the blame must fall on a "reckless" congress. 


What will be important to watch is this: If the damage 


done by the cut is heavy, the Pentagon unquestionably will 
request supplemental funds to make up the deficiency. The 
attitude of congress on that request will be an accurate 
measure of the sense of responsibility the law-makers have 
for the nation's real security. 
. 


The public should keep a sharp eye out for possible de- 


ficiency appropriation requests for another reason. If they 
are made and granted, that will mean congress was wrong. 
It will also mean that in the end congress did not save the 
country $5 billion on defense, or perhaps anything at all.

Since $5 billion is quite a bit of money, the new defense 


budget reduction provides a good test this year of congres- 
sional motives and good sense. 


We all ought to know in the months ahead whether con- 


gress was playing the old phony economy game, whether it 
was taking a grave risk with American security, or whether 
it really made a wise, shrewdly calculated reduction to ease 
our staggering burdens.

the press-gang's of a nation no 
longer free, and slaughtered in 
Korea, many of them by shooting 
in the back of the heftd as they 
knelt with their wrists bound 
hind them. There was no sense of 
any such sad surveillance, as this 
gross carnival swung into the tra- 
ditional mockeries. 
Nevertheless, 


those martyrs to a cause lost be- 
yond the faintest hope of victory 
certainly were present in 
the 


thoughts of us as their countrymen 
swarmed in the streets, lobbies and 
bars and the 
bosses magnified 


petty squabbles over routine po- 
litical strategy into 'great moral 
issues. More than a hundred thou- 
sand Americans had been shot, 
burned, blasted and otherwise put 
to death, wounded or captured in 
'a lottery that left millions of others 
safe and indifferent back home, 
and yet the convention of one of 
the major parties, the first of the 
two this month, was a Mardi Gras. 


One explanation is, of course, 


that these things are a freak which 
has evolved out of ignorance, care- 
lessness and habit. The Constitu- 
tion dnected that the state should 
appoint electors to elect the presi- 
dents and in the beginning the Re- 
publican principle was so strong 


that this was done by the several 
legislatures. Through a process of 
degeneration 
which 
will repay 


careful inquiry with startling infor- 
mation, the election of the presi- 
dents became long ago a travesty 
on the original, basic system and 
today is a noisy babble of a rabble 
who 
find 
themselves 


aroused 
sometimes 
by 


faintly 
cvnical 


terms such as "smoke-filled room" 
and "bigotry." 


The delegates are always, in the 


main, greenhorns selected by skul- 
duggery, as in the case of the Ver- 
mont 
and 
Connecticut 
groups, 


which got their orders at machine 
conventions and came here labeled 
for Eisenhower. In Vermont, Re- 
publicans of impeccable regularity 
were snorted down when they tried 
to speak, and in Connecticut. John 
Lodge, a flippant, ephemeral gov- 
ernor who served a brief term as 
a Hollywood pretty, ran the meet- 
ing with unblushing effrontery. 


These are typical events in our 


system and noteworthy only as a 
comment on the cosmic bellyache 
of the same faction because a simi- 
lar process went against Ike in 
Texas. The point of importance is 
that .the people have no authority 
over the selection of the txvo or, at 
most, three candidates who have 
any chance of election. The dele- 
gates know little if anything about 
the issues, they know the candi- 
dates only as creatures of publi- 
city, and they are traded like 
brutes in the pens at the stockyards 
so that one boss may become at- 
torney general and another may 
reap contracts to 
build cannon 


foundries. 


It was different and the dele- 


gates were held m deeper con- 
tempt, if possible in the Roosevelt 
regime, but actually the method 
was no worse. The people could 
not have had less authority under 
Roosevelt than they have now that 
he is gone. After 1932, Roosevelt 
always chose himself, 
and 
the 


function of the delegates was mere- 
ly to get drunk, whoop in foolish 
servility, grovel before his wife, 
Harry Hopkins and Sidney Hillman 
and ratify all that he decreed. 


Frances Perkins, whose dreadful 


influence contributed so much to 
the degradation of American labor, 
wrote in her memoirs that Roose- 
velt phoned her in Chicago in 1940 
and said: "Yes I guess it will have 
to be Wallace." And thus the con- 
vention approved for vice president 
in wartime a wicked, lying con- 
spirator, infatuated with a sinister 
Russian faker, who by 1948 was 
frankly and aggressively the can- 
didate of the Communist treason. 
The men in the smoke-filled room 
of the Harding convention had no 
credentials from the people. Roose- 
velt dispensed with the smoke-filled 
room.

Stagnation, or slowing of the flow 


of bile through the gall bladder, is 
believed to be at least one of the 
causes of gallstones. 


Although no one knows exactly 


why stagnation should occur, such 
things as excessive fatness, lack 
of exercise, wearing of corsets, 
sagging of -the abdominal organs 
and long-held position of stooping 
forward may slqw the bile flow. 


Whatever the cause for the for- 


mation of gallstones, they become 
increasingly common after 30 and 
are most frequent between 40 and 
50. About three-fourths of all cases 
are in women. 


Gallstones can get caught in the 


duct or passageway leading out of 
the gall bladder and produce se- 
ere pain and blockage to the flow 


of bile. Unless this happens the 
symptoms are likely to be rather 
mild, at least at first. 
* The most common symptom is 
•indigestion." -Many people merely 
complain of a sense o: fullness in 
;he abdomen and a vague.feelmg 
of discomfort. Sometimes nausea 
and vomiting, with an increase in 
the amount of intestinal gas. is 
complained of. At times there is 
some pain in the region of the gall 
bladder and this may be felt also 
n the back under the right shoul- 
der blade. 
. 


Gallstones can almost always be 


detected by means of X-rays. 
Some of them can be found by a 
simple X-ray plate of the gall' 
oladder region. In most cases, 
lowever. a special dye, or color- 
ng matter has to be given to the 
patient 
w h i c h 
is 
eliminated 


.hrough the gall bladder. An X-ray 
taken at the proper time affer 
taking this dye shows- an outline 
of any gallstones present.

SURGERY NOT ALWAYS BEST 


Now, to the first part of the ques-

which will dissolve 


stones, nor is there any sure way 
of making them pass down the bile 
duct into the intestines. Conse- 
quently, operation often has to VT' 
seriously considered, though it is 
not always advisable.

judgment of the surgeon a* to 
whether the particular symptoms, 
age, physical condition, and other 
circumstances do or do not war- / 
ranf an operation.

Mexican Police Patrol 
After Election Riots 


MEXICO CITY (AP)— Soldier 


and police patrolled the street 
and blocked all roads, leading t< 
Mexico's capital city today in thi 
wake of political riots which lef 
at least three killed, 200 injured 
and another 300 under arrest. 


Similar outbreaks wore reported 


in oilier Mexican cities. All appar 
crtly were quelled quickly, how 
ever, and there were ro indications 
of any deaths or injuries outside 
Mexico City. 


Further outbreaks were fearec 


today. Government sources said 
last night's nots were only the 
curtain-raiser to a larger uprising 
by supporters of anti-government 
candidates running far behind in 
the counting of votes from Sun 
day's presidential elections. 


Sporadic fighting continued in 


the tense capital city until early 
today after three major clashes 
between police and soldiers and 
supporters of the chief opposition 
candidate. 


The disorders ended the political 


peace which had reigned since the 
polling began. 


A duty officer at the U. S. Em-

And he was interrupted 73 times 
by applause-during his 57 minute 
speech. 


But from the press box, next to 


the speaker's platform and with a 
good view of the delegates on the 
floor, it was clear to this reporter 
that not all the delegates were 
cheering or applauding him. 


This was his eighth major speech 


since the one in which he told 
congress 15 months ago, after be- 
ing fired by the Truman adminis- 
tration, that old soldiers just fade 
away. 


His speeches have been increas- 


ingly bitter against the adminis- 
tration but last night's outdid all 
the others.

Republican platform drafters to 
keep the text of their proposed 
declaration

close-mouth man when he wants 
to be,-is thinking of the big com- 


motion that developed four years 
ago at the Philadelphia conven- 
tion. 


At that time, an 
unidentified 


woman posing as a member of the 
platform committee, gained en- 
trance to a closed meeting, ob- 
tained a copy of the platform, sud- 
denly took ill and left with the 
copy in her handbag. It promptly 
found its way into print. 


The roar set up by newsmen 


who had been scooped rivaled the 
noise made by delegates cheering 
for their favorite candidates. 


Under Millikin's precautionary 


measures, a 'committee mernb* 
comes pretty close to needing a 
birtli certificate as well as delegate 
credentials to get by doorkeepers 
this year.

New Submarine

WASHINGTON—(AP)—The radi- 


cally new atomic-powered subma- 
rine Nautilus being built by the 
favy will be a pug-nosed vessel 
that looks like a hammer-head 
shark. 


This was revealed 
yesterday 


when the Navy unveiled a 41/4-foot 
model of the submarine President 
Truman recently said would be 
able to travel thousands of miles 
at top speed on a few pounds of 
uranium fuel. 


Although the navy said the mod- 


el gives away no secrets—officials 
said it is diagramatic, and not in- 
ended to disclose size, dimensions, 
or placement of equipment. 


WASHINGTON—(AP)— The cost 


of living probably is at an all-time 
high today. And it could go higher. 


This was indicated by a series 


of government reports yesterday 
which said: ' 


1. Food prices went up three- 


tenths of 1 per cent in June—to 
a point 14 per cent higher than 
just before the Korean War— main- 
ly because of grocery and meat 
price increases. 


2. The next overall cost-of-living 


index due in about three weeks I 
is expected to show another climb 
because rents are rising. The last 
index on May 15 was only one- 
tenth of a point below the record. 


3 Wholesale prices were 
un- 


changed for the week ended July 1, 
indicating the decline during the 
past few weeks is leveling off. 


May Hit Peak 


. A staff report to the Senate- 
House Economic Committee the 
day before said prices may climb 
to an all-time peak in the next six 
to 12 months—up 1 to 3 per cent— 
due to increases in rents and ser- 
vices, a recovery in clothing prices, 
and a slight upturn in consumer 
durable goods. The report said 
food prices would not change much 
unless crop prospects were altered. 


However, the Bureau of Labor 


Statistics, after making a special 
food survey of eight key cities on 
June 15, said yesterday food prices 
are climbing already. 


Main Items 


It said increases in egg, fruit, 


vegetable, meat and fish prices 
were mainly responsible for the 
food rise between May 28 and 
June 15. Egg prices jumped most 


•4.7 per cent. 
The food price index on June 15 


was 231.6, using the 1935-39 .aver- 
age as 100. 


The cost-of-Hving index on May 


15 .stood at 189, one-tenth of a 
joint below the 189.1 reached in 
December and January. 


The BLS wholesale index for all 


commodities stood at 110.7, using 
the 1947-49 average as 100. Gen- 
erally higher wholesale prices were 
reported for livestock, textiles and 
fibers. Grains an'd natural rubber 
were down.
